A typical case is that of a man 
who died recently leaving some real 
estate to be sold and the proceeds di- 
vided among his heirs. The land hes 
been sold but it can't be divided be- 
cause no one knows how much the 
government is going to claim for its 
14 per cent unearned increment 
duty. To arrive at that it must have 
the value of the estate on April 30, 
1909, the value at the time of the 
owner's death and the value on the 
date of sale. It hasn't any of them 
yet, unless it is willing to take the 
selling price as the value on the date 
of sale.

abnormally stupid person, he Wel 

remembers how the thing was dong 
and tf asked to open the lock 
cnd time immediately afterward, Will 
repeat the snceessful movement With" 
out any preliminary feasoning any 
trial of wrong methods. Remembers 
ing how the thing was dene means 
that the man recalls a mental image 
or picture of the successful move- 
ments, and that he can do this even 


when the leck ie no longe® present 
before him. 

About twelve years o 6 Prof. 
Thorndike of the Teachers’ College of 


New York, made the experiment of 
dogs and,gats Into boxes from 
whieh they cou escape Gniy by 
opening a door in a particular Way, 
as, for example, pawing down a laten 
or pulling a of setrng. When 
they thus succeeded in escaping, they 
were fed. 

He found, tn the first place; Ge 
enimals never stepped to examine 
the fadtenines before they attachéad 
them. They simply “clawed Ana 
scratched at random until] they hap- 
pened to make the right movement. 
The cats and dogs used @ method, 
then, that was somewhat like te 
second of the two human meéthods 
just menttoned, although thelr claw- 
ings were lesa definitely directed at 
the lock than a man's movemen'’s 
would have been. 

Buta very important differdice be- 
tween the animals and a human be- 
ine was brought to light when 
dog or cat was returned to the same 
box immediately after Having made 
ius escape. The animal showed 
sign of remembering the right méve- 
ment to let ‘teelf out. Tt 
a¢ aimlessly as before, and tte stie- 
cess seemed to be as accidental Tf 
the experiment was repeated Many 
times, the unnecessary struggles 
gredually became fewer, until finally 
the right mevement was made as 
soon as the animal vias put inte the 
box: but the process was so siow 
and gfadual ae to indicate that dogs 
énd cats never really get the Mea 
of the right movement. 

If they do so, they are far Sewer 
at it than a human being If 
they could remember, or recall a 
mental picture of the movement that 
has proved successful in a preceding 
tert, as a man does, they would a0an” 
don the unnscessary movements ab- 
roptly and once for all. 

Their very slow way of teartige 
snegests the question 
meals ever do recall mental pletures 
of absefht things. The solution Of 
this problem is being sought id fer- 
ther experiments.

PORTERVILLE, Oct. 31.-—Orders 
have been issued to the construction 
department of the Mt. Whitney Power 
Company after a meeting of the board 
of directors, authorizing them to be- 
gin immediately upon the rebuilding 
of their power lines throughout this 
country, and, when the plans are 
completed, almost one hundred miles 
of poles and wire will be changed in 
essential details. 

Construction will be started at the 
powerhouses on the Tule River above 
this city, and will be continued in 
sections until completed. It is esti- 
mated that the work will consume 
about five years for its completion. 

On all lines which carry 30,000 
volts the crossarms are to be length- 
ened to an extent that will allow twen- 
ty-six inches clear between the wires, 
as compared with fourteen tnches at 
the present time. The alrd wire at 
the top will be carried on a steel 
pin, which will be topped with an 
especially heavy tInsulator. Ali over 
the lire new circult-breakers will be 
installed, and the old-type machines 
sold for the old brass. 


KILLED BY FALLING ORE. 


While working in the main gallery 
of the Tulare Mining Company's 
Mangnesite mines on the upper Tule 
this morning, George Petraso was 
struck by a mass of falling ore, and 
received injuries from which he died 
two hours later.

TURKS MAY RETAKE

EFUSE HAULERS 
MUST DELIVER. 


RUBBISH TEST CASE 18 WON BY 


THE cCITy. 
Teamster Is Fined for Failure to 
Take Debris to Municipal in- 
cinerator im Accordance With Or- 
dinance—Decision Ends Long- 
Fought Controversy. 


Daniel Frr, a rubbish dealer, was 
convicted yesterday in the University 
Police Court of having failed to de- 


iver the rubbish collected by him to’ 


the city incinerator to be burned, as 
is required by ordinance. He was 
fined $35. 

The case was a test one defended 
by about thirty individuals and com- 
panies who collect the rubbish in the 
business district, Fry's case was se- 
lected as the one to be tried first be- 
cause it contained all the elements 
in controversy between the rubbish 
haulers and the City Prosecutor. 

The collectors contended that it 
Was impossible for them to deliver 
their rubbish to the incinerator be- 
cause the plant was not always in 
condition to dispose of it and their 
wagons and horses were kept from 
work for hours at a stretch. Another 
point which they set up in answer 
to the Prosecutor's simple claim of a 
violation of the ordinance was that a 
great proportion of the rubbish con- 
tained articles of value and that suc 
should not be destroyed. 

It has been the practice df the 
rubbish colleetors to haul the refuse 
to a point outside the city limits and 
there sort it, removing such bits of 
wood and metal as were of value 
and. burning the rest. 

Deputy City Prosecutor Stafford 
contended that all of the rubbish was 
unfit for use because decaying and 
germ-ridden refuse was mixed with 
it and to gave any portion of it would 
menace the public health. He also 
contended that the collectors had no 
property interest in any portion of 
the rubbish, because it had been de- 
livered to them simply to be carried 
away and destroyed and that the 
collectors act only as employees of 
the owners of the buildings from 
which they gather. 

An eéffort was made to introduce 
evidence to show that a rtion of 
the rubbish was valuable t Police 
Judge Williams ruled against it and 
sustained the Prosecutor. | 

It was suggested that if the incin- 
erator i# not in condition to consume 
the rubbish delivered to it the col- 
lectors should apply for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the police from en- 
forcing the ordinance until provision 
can be made to dispose of the rub- 
bish tn the specifi manner. 

The case had been pending 
several months.

It was the advance guard of the 
‘missionary workers in all the evangeli- 
cal churches in Los Angeles, who held 
a great mass meeting yesterday, open- 
Ing at 10 o'clock in Berean Hall and 
continuing all day, winding up with a 
banquet at Hamburger’s, at which

The meeting of this federation of 
Christian missionary workers has been 
an annua! occurrence for several 


| yeara, but never before ‘have they un- 
dertaken 


a banuet, like unto the 
precedent set by the men mission 
workers when their federation met a 
few months ago. Mrs. Murray Har- 
‘ris of Immantel Presbyterian Church 
was appointed chairman of the ban-

TO TEST RELATIVE VACUES As 
WATERSHEDS. 

Elaborate Series of Expcriments 
Instituted by Government to Show . 
Difference of Chaparral-Clad and 
Devastated Slopes for the Con- 
servation of Water. 


An ambitious experiment to deter- 
mine the relative value of a chaparral 
covered and a denuded forest reserve 
as regards the conservation of the 
water supply of Southern California, 
will be inaugurated today by F. &. 
Ebert, of the Geological Survey and 
H. 8. Chariton, forest supervisor of 
the Angeles district. 

It has been contended by many in-

that the burning of the timber and 
brush off a reserve does not destroy or 
diminish the value of that particular 
section as a Watershed; in fact, that 
such destruction is’ beneficial to the 
This idea is

Ebert yesterday visited the scene, 
and the work of installing water-read- 
ing stations, by means of weirs and 
automatic gauges, will soon begin.

Not many pursuits or ocdéupations 
can exist apart from commercialism in this, 
above all things, practical age. Patriotism 
and politics camnot be divorced from dol- 
lars and cents. Art has to study pecuniary 
values, for, after all, a work of art, unsale 
able today, can hardly expect to survive to- 
morrow. Poetry must have a present finan- 
cial worth or it will never gét beyond the 
manuscript stage of evolution. The senti- 
ment known in its early stages as love is too 
often on maturer reflection turned into cold 
cash by the stern decree of a divorce court. 
The “jingle of the guinea” is ever potent 
“to heal the wound that honor feels” in in- 
ternational quarrels. 

Everything today is on a money basis. 
Milton. had to sell the immense labor ex- 
pended on “Paradise Lost” for a paltry $25. 
That’was the penalty for living prior to the 
practical age. Had the Puritan poet lived 
in New York State today he would have 
dashed off in a short time little religious 
forewords for the illustrated Magazines, any 
one of which would have sold for twice the 
price of his magnificent epic; perhaps even 
Elbert Hubbard would have had to look to 
his Philistine laurels as an artist In moral 
pastels. The Flatiron bullding in New 
York is a truer monument to art than the 
great pyramid of Egypt, because, while not 
so tall, it is a million times more useful. 

It Is a matter for all-round congratula- 
tions that we no longer have to wait till the 
centuries look down on a picture or a build. 
ing or a poem before our appreciative eyes 
are supposed to look up at them. In every 


! branch of knowledge the money chase has 


sharpened the instinct of the expert; it is no 
longer feasible to foist mediocrity onto a 
long-suffering public, as it was in the plati- 
tudinous days of Hanna More, Robert Mont- 
gomery and Dr. Watts. We must Rave 
either the original or the useful in .every- 
thing. Our twenty-fouf-story skys€rapers 
are not like the solitary pyramids 6f old 
Egypt, built to cover the mummied remains 
of some booby who would be better forgot- 
tén, but are dedicated to business and the 
necessary carrying-on of the world’s work. 
Intrinsic value Is a bedrock on which to 
build. The laborer is worthy of his hire— 
the amount of that hire fixes the worth of 
the laborer, whether he be a mender of 


chairs or an amender of constitutions—a 
‘shaver of faces or a saver of souls. The 


carpenter who returns our supposedly re- 
etored chair in a rickety condition, the poll- 
ticlan who loosens instead of screwing up 
the joints of our Constitution, and the pas- 
tor who preaches to empty pews will soon 
need the services of the employment agency 
to set them to some new jobs. For religion, 
too, must to a certain extent be Judged by 
the financial support it can command. The 
preacher whe is doing the greatest amount 
of work for the good of his flock is sure 
to be picked out by the shrewd managers of 
church finances. 

But when, by a cold-blooded arithmetical 
calculation, the cost of salvation is set down 


as amounting to so much per soul saved—$160 


in one church, $250 in another and so on—we 
think that the limit of commercialism has 
been reached and that we are verging on 
the profane. Yet such tables have been 
drawn up by pious educators with all appar-

bringing any member into the profession of 
any particular faith is one thing; religious 
statistics along such lines are valuable. But 
what mortal creature, however secure in his 
own estimation, dare venture to say how 
many souls have been saved or how many 
souls reqnire salvation—to assume an arbi- 
trary power for granting redemption that 
can only belong to the Supreme Judge and 
Creator of the earth? 

If joining a church or making a profession 
of. belief were sufficient to ensure redemp-

for. According to its lights, every church is 
doing the best it knows how to raise the 
moral standard of its believers. Beyond 
that, the settling of what soul can be called 
“saved” for whether every soul is not des- 
tined to be finally redeemed) is not within 
the limited range of human judgment. The 
publishing of a salvation record at “so much 
per soul for value received” is wrong reil- 
gion and foolish business. 


CHINESE REPUBLIC. 
The proposed “Chinese Republic” is 
@ name and nothing but a name. It will 


litical relations of China with the rest of the 
world whether the Manchu dynasty shall be 
overthrown or by concession to the rebels 
shall save itself. The Chinese are indus 
trious, apt, dexterous and accustomed to 
frugal life. But they do not possess a single 
element of character out of which repub- 
lican citizenship can be manufactured. They 
are-a people who in thousands of years of 
national life have had wafs of dynasties and 
wars of tribes, bet who have never had a 
single insurrection in behalf of liberty of 
the people. indeed, it is doubtful whether 
the present rebellion is anything more than 
a movement for a change of dynasties. The 
Chinese afe a people with a literature of 
their own, a literature rich in apothegms 
and musical with poetry and which yet con- 
tains not one single line expressive of the 
idea of freedom or of the equal rights of 
man. They are a race of fatalists, of im- 
perialists, of willing slaves. In the breast 
of the Chinaman there glows no spark from 
which a flame of independence or of repub- 
lican spitit can be fanned. Every other 
race than the Asiatic holds possibilities of 
development of a desire for government of 
the people. On the snows of Russia, under 
the suns of Italy, by the banks of the Rhine, 
the Danube and the Shaneon liberty at 
times has erected her altars. The bearded 
vikings worshiped her. The Netherlands 
opened the dykes and gave their homes to 
the ocean rather than surrender her. West- 
ern Europe is populated by races whose 
forefathers went singing to dungeons and 
the scaffolds rather than desert a leader 
or abjure a faith. , 

In the later centuries, under the cooled 
crust of the kingdoms, and empires and 
principalities and absolutisms of Europe 
there has surged the lurid lava of aspira- 
tion for freedom. Ever and again her vol- 
eanic fires have lit the surrounding gloom. 
Ever and again her fierce music has sound- 
ed in the chords of battle. Ever and again 
her spirit has burst its bonds and soared in 
grand, even though futile, aspirations. But 
beyond the eastern shores of the Caspian 
Sea there dwell races of people who are 
destitute of the thoughts out of which re 
publics are made. 

The opposttion of Californians to unre- 
stricted Asiatic immigration is not because 
the Chinaman worships allen gods, nor be- 


| cause his cuticle is of a different hue, nor 


because his garmentée are of a strange fash- 
jon. It is because*he is and will forever 
be alien to our land. It is not because of 
the fear that he may seek the form of Amer- 
ican citizenship, but because he ean never 
possess the spirit of American citizenship. 
Fronde—the English philosopher and his- 
torian—in criticising the eastern policy of 


make no difference in the commercial or po 


teach Asiatics to appreciate constitutional 
liberty”—and he qiotes and tndorses Gen. 
Jacoo, one of the ablest officers that the 
eastern service ever produced, as saying: 
“You English imagine that liberty means 
the same thing in all parts of the world, and 
that all mankind equally deserve it. You 
could not make a greater mistake. Liberty 
with you means that you have a rizht toe 
govern yourselves, and that it is tyranny 
to govern you. Liberty with an Asiatic 
means that he has a right to be governed, 
and that to make him govern himself is 
tyranny.” Froude himself further says of 
the cultivated Asiatics “that they beat our 
own students in metaphysics and philosophy 
and mathematics,” yet that they are “weak 
beings with the heads of professors and the 
hearts of hares,” and that “the competitive 
examination system which is the idol of 
modern progress has been tried in Ohina 
for a thousand years and has produced the 
weakest and most corrupt government that 
the world has ever seen.” 

The fall of the Manchu dynasty and the 
establishment of the rebel government at 
Peking will tiean ho more to the people 
of China than a change of administration 
means im our country. It will mean nto 
change in the commercial relations or trea- 
tiles between China and the United States. 
The settled policy of this nation, inaugurat- 
ed when that friend of human liberty, 
Charies Sumner, was chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Affairs was Chi- 
nese exclusion. He held that slave labor 
is a curse to any free country, whether it be 
the enforced slavery of the black man or 
the willing slavery of the yellow Man. He 
held that the measure of our country's great- 
ness is the intelligence and prosperity of 
her citizen laborers, and that their welfare 
would be disastrously affected by the in- 
troduction into this republic In any great 
numbers of a race of people who have no 
family life to maintain, with whom both 
polygamy and polyandry are practices, with 
whom female chastity is not a virtue, who 
own the nameless vices and are infected 
with the nameless diseases of Asia with- 
out concealment and without shame, and 
who have tribunals and plans and destinies 
of their own. 

The Japanese are to some extent aping, 
if not. adopting, western civilization, but it 
is by no means clear that such adoption will 
prove any advantage to us or to anybody 
except the Japanese. The Chinaman, wheth- 
er under the Manchu government or that of 
a rebel successor, will cling to his queue, 
his Confucius, his opium, bis fan-tan and 
deportation of his bones to the soll of the 
Celestial Kingdom. Californians will not 
mistreat John, but they have all they need 
of him. They want no more of him and 
they are not enthusing over the prospects 
of a Chinese republic.

SCIENCE PROGRESS. 


Cooper Hewitt, the inventor of the mer- 
cury light, has recently sought to remedy 
the disagreeable effect of the luminescent 
vapor by means of a special kind of reflector, 
provided with,a fluorescent film that has 
the property of supplying the needed red 
waves of light. This depends upon the prop- 
erty possessed by certain flovrescent sub- 
stances of absorbing the luminous energy 
Incident upon them and restoring it im the 
form of light of greater wave-length, that is 
to say, closer to the red end of the spectrum. 
Experiments with this reflector have shown 
that it imparts to the light of the mercury- 
lamp the red rays whick are absent from the 
bare light emanating from the vapor in the 
tube. 

The presence of calcium and copper in the 
atmosphere has been proven by Prof. W. N. 
Hartley of Dublin, who has recently photo 

aphed, in ordinary air, spectroscopic lines 

among other things, to calcium and cop- 
per. It Is believed that they arise from fine 
dust consisting of those substances, project» 
into the atmosphere by road vehicles, and 
y smoke and the sparks of trolley wires. 
It is from the latter two sources that copper 
is supposed to come. But there is no cause 
for alarm, since the quantify of copper 
thus found is excessively slight. It is only 
the delicacy of the tests that renders it ap- 
preciable. Lines due to lead, carbon, iron, 
manganese, nicke! and magnesium have also 
been detected, but the quantity of these sub- 
stances is even less than that of the calcium 
and copper, the lines of which are always 
prominent in the spectra. 

If newspaper reports may be credited, Dr. 
Tahara. president of the Tokio Hygienic 
Laboratory, has discovered a new and ef- 
fective treatment for leprosy, the basls of 
which is the application of “tetrod toxin,” a 
substance extracted from the poisonous ele- 
ments of the globe fish. 

The toxin recently was applied to the 
treatment of leprosy Messrs. Yoshikawa 
and Amazaki, young medicel students of the 
Osaka Higher Medieal School, with brilliant 
results, it is asserted. 

F. Becker notices that the great 
Appalachian oil-field is the area of the great- 
est variation of magnetic declination in the 
United States, and in glancing over a map 
of the magnetic declination for the whole 
country, he finds that the irregularities of 
the compass needle are strongly marked in 
the principal oll regions. Similar magnetic 
conditions have been observed in the oil 
region of the Caucasus. The facts go to 
bear ovt the assumption that great oil de- 
posits are generated from iron carbids. But 
besides oils thus due to inorganic processes, 
Mr. Becker says that there are others which 
are undoubtedly of organic origin, derived

Successful transplantatién of organs of 
the human body are being occasionally made 
in serious cases. Prof. Hermann Kuttner 
of Breslau University has recently succeed- 
ed in giving a patient a new shoalder joint 
through transplantaticn. 

The patient was ‘suffering froiwm a tuber- 
evlous shoulder Joint, which it was found 
impossible to treat by the usual method of 
cutting away the diseased tissue. The sur- 
geon, therefore, decided to transplant a joint 
from a man who had just died from water 
on the brain. 7 

The joint was removed six hours after 
death and kept in a certain solution sixteen 
hours at a temperature just above freezing: 
thon. after a bacteriological examination, it 
was inserted in the place of the tuberculous 
shoulder joist, both ball and socket of which 
had been removed. The wound healed with- 
out any inflammation developing. . 

At one of the hospitals in Brooklyn, N. Y.. 
recently an extra piece of bone was inserted 


Mrs. Katherine Mary Neary who had suf- 
fered from necrosis of the tibia since she 
was a child of 14. Now she is 35. The op- 
eration, which was performed on July 13, 
consisted of removing the part of the bone 
that had been affected and then inserting a 
piece of bone from the leg of & person who 
had recently been killed in an accident. The 
foreign bone rapidly grew into the other 
bone, and Mrs. Neary hae now an apparently 


perfectly healthy leg.
